With five courses the art department proposed to answer “ 
the needs of students taking art to further their general edu- 
cation or to build a foundation for an art career. The first 
year offered a general cultural understanding of art while 
the second year emphasized the disciplining of skills. At the 
third year level commercial techniques were introduced. The 
last two years, for career students only, were devoted to inde- 


pendent problems. 

The mechanical drawing department offered three courses. 
The first two offered a basis for mechanical drawing and 
designing. Students also worked with models and designed 
their homes. The boys in the third year class concentrated 
on architectural drawing, and throughout the year speakers 
supplemented their work.
